Wilbur Clark, President and nominal head of Wilbur dlkrr^s 
Desert Inn, Las Ve^fts, has been in very poor health and earlier this 
month was taken to Scripps Clinic in La jolla, Califoxiiia, where he 
was to be ^xaained for an internal bleeding difficulty • While Clark 
was being examined, he suffered a serious heart attack and was to 
be confined to the clinic for several weeks » According to our 
j.infonaaat (microphone surveillanc* in Desert Inn office o f Morris 
iBarnei^alitas) , there has been permanent damage to Clark *s Heart ~and 
\ain7 su|J»^quent attack will probab"«y be fatal « 

Clark has recently been enga^^cd in attempting to obtain 
a 5^ million dollar loan from the Teamsters Union Pension Fund, with 
which he^opes to construct a high-rise apartment building in 
Las Vegas. 

His associates have tried to discourage him as they feel 
the Federal authorities will invei^gate Clark in the same manner 
as they are now investigating Dalitz. Clark has, however, been 
adamant in his insistence on going ahead as he feels the apartment 
building will be a continuing monument to his name and will be 
something for people to remember him by after he is gone«

^^^HBias advised on several occasions during 
the past sfverairaonths that the Stardust Hot el property 
was owned by a group headed by JOHN '*JAKE THE BARBER*' FACTOR 
of Los Angeles I California. FACTOR'S group leased the hotel 
and casino to DALIZX and his associates. FACTOR secured a 
loan from the Teamster Pension Fund in Chicago, Illinois, 
and with this money, completed an addition to the hotel 
and also paid off some of bis outstanding incumbrances on 
the hotel. At the same time FACTOR ^uvs a c^roup headed 
by SAMUEL TUCKER, MORRIS B. DALITZ and ^'CRRIS KLEIKjIAN 
an option to purchase the property when the addition was 
completed.
